TEL AVIV. — A panel of Cabinet 


lustry Ministers, presided over by Prime 


Minister Rabin and including the

tice and Finance, resolved in Jeru- 
salem yesterday to authorise El ΑἹ 
to suspend operations should there 
be another strike by pilots or other 
Measures tantamount to 2 strike. 

The national airline’s management 
will be authorised to halt all opera- 
tions until, as the Board of Direc- 
tors phrased it, normal working 
conditions have been re-established. 

The Ministerial statement says 
that it authorises the company man- 
agement, in conjunction with (and 
with the approval of) the Minister 
of Transport, henceforth to imple- 
ment the decisions taken by Hl Al's 
Board of Directors, Paragraph Four, 
of December 7 (last Saturday.) This 
decision reads as follows: 

The Board of Directors has re- 
solved that in all instances in which 
the Pilots Association obstructs or 
otherwise interferes with the ope- 
rational procedures of the company, 
causing repeated stoppages or other 
obstructions and/or creating cir- 
cumstances which prevent the com- 
pany from carrying out its normal 
operating procedures, this will be 
seen as tantamount to a strike... 

The Board of Directors resolves 
that in auch instances the company 
will not resume operations. 

The company's operations will be 
resumed only after future working 
conditions for the company have 
been restored. 

The Board of Directors also re- 
solved to appeal to the Histadrut 
for its assistance one support in 
carrying out this policy.

could help meet energy needs

ing oi! from the rock, which [8 


the orthodox and more expensive 
method. 

According to a study he con- 
ducted, Prof. Schachter estimates 
that it would cost two doilars, 
Including transport, to produce 
the energy available In a ton of 
shale, This amount of energy is 

felded by three-quarters a 
dare! οὔ oll, which at today’s 
prices would cost nine dollars. ; 

He notes that recent discoveries 
of shale deposits near Arad have 
virtually quadrapled previous _ 
estimates. The deposits are now 
estimated to be 700 million tons. 
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Prof. Schachter calculates that 
these reserves could supply 2 
1,000-megawatt power station for 
ἃ period of 30 years. Israel's 
present electric generating capa- 
city is 1,600 megawatts. 

Such a new plant would also 
provide a regerve of electric ge- 
nerating capacity in time of 
emergency, such as wartime, 
when outside fuel supplies could 
be cut off, he notes. 

He also points out that the 
method of converting shale ἐξ. 
rectly to energy could greatly 
ease the energy pressures of the 
U.S. which possesses massive de- 
posits of the oil-bearing rock. 

The Government has contracted 
with an independent engineering 
firm to examine the possibilities 
of implementing Prot. Schachter’s 
proposals.

Beirut Gov’t helps 
the terrorists, says 
captured Fatah man 


THE NEW LEBANESE govern- 
ment is giving more help to the 
terrorist groups than its predeces- 
sor did, and helps them in mis- 
sions against Israel, a captured ter- 
rorist said on Israel's Arabic tele- 
vision programme last night. Mah- 
moud Abdul-Rahman Zaghioul, 21, 
of Zababdeh, near Jenin, was one 
of the two terrorists captured af- 
ter attacking the Circassian village 
of Rihaniya in Galilee on Decem- 
ber 1. 

Zaghloul was asked about rela- 
tions between the Lebanese aquthor- 
ities and the terrorists, He com- 
mended the new Lebanese Govern- 
ment, under Rashid el-Solh, for 
facilitating terrorist actions. The 
authorities were aware of the loca- 
tion of terrorist bases and knew 
when marauders infiltrated into 
Israel " 

He believed the Lebanese author- 
ities could prevent the terrorists 
from infiltrating into Israel if they 
wished. 

Zaghloul said that when he and 
his comrade set out to enter Israel 
from Southern Lebanon they passed 
a Lebanese Army checkpost and 
were asked where they were from. 
They told the soldiers they were 
from Fatah, and were allowed to 


pass. 

Asked if there were terrorists 
who were prepared to. carry out 
suicide missions, Zaghlou] replied: 
“None of the terrorists, young or 
old, wants to carry out suicide mis- 
sions. Nobody wants to die. But 
the commanders force them to do 
so and anyone who refuses to carry 
out orders is sent to prison where 
he is tortured and beaten.”. 

Terrorists who were forced to go 
on assignments put all their efforts 
into staying alive “and some of 
them give themselves up.” 

He had left his home on Novem- 
ber 4 and gone to Amman, from 
where he went to Lebanon and 
joined Fatah, Zaghloul related. He 
had elght days training in the use 
of arms and explosives at a Fatah 
base and was then ordered with 
his companion to infiltrate into 
Israel and carry out sabotage and 


murder, Their orders were to kill 
soldiers or civilians indiscrimin- 
ately. 

Zaghloul said that when he and 
his companion reached Rihaniya, 
they heard voices speaking Arabic 
and thought it waa an Arab vil- 
lage. 

While they were attacking one 
of the houses his partner shot him 
in the shoulder by mistake. It was 
the same burst of fire that kitted 
one of the Circassian villagers, 
Subhi Bakir. Bekirs wife was 
wounded. 

Zaghloul sald that, after this, he 
and his partner decided to give 
themselves up. “We felt we had 
committed a terrible deed and were 
afraid of the consequences. That is 
why we did not burt the children 
who were in the house.” 


He praised the treatment given 
to him in Israel. “I was taken im- 
mediately to hospital in Nahariya, 
where they operated on my frac- 
tured arm. The operation was a 
success,”

New Soviet weapons 
for terror groups

THH SOVIET Union and other Com- 
munist countries are supplying the 
Arab terror organizations with the 
latest type of Kalatchnikov assault 
rifle as well as other new weapons. 
The rifle Js fitted with a launcher 


* which can fire anti-vehicle and antt- 


personnel grenades, at a range of 
250 metres, as well as its regular 
ammunition, It has not yet been 
supplied to the regular Arab armies 
which get thelr weapons from the 
East Bloc. 

The sabotage groups have had 
shoulder launched anti-aircraft mis- 
siles for some time. Recently anti- 
aircraft guns as well have been dep- 
loyed in the refugee camps where 
their bases are located, 

Terrorist leader Yasser Arafat is 
believed to bave secured es 
of improved arms during his recent 
visit to Moscow. 

Portability and ease with which 
weapons can be smuggled are ma- 
jor considerations because of the 
nature of the terrorists’ operations 
as well as the fact that they aim 
to set up bases in the administered 
areas as well as in Jordan. So far 
they have not succeeded to any 
considerable extent in any of these 
areas. 

Jordan is aware that terrorists 
aim to operate against Israel from 
its territory to get it involved in 
conflict with Israel, as well as to 
carry out actions against Kinz Hus- 
sein in Jordan itself. The Jordanian 
authorities have acted effectively 
against these aims, but total suc- 
cess is difficult to achieve. 

Despite the recent lull in terror- 
ist activities against Jewish and 
Israel targets abroad, the organi- 
zations have not disbanded their 
networks in Europe and elsewhere.

WASHINGTON. In a surprise 
development, the White House of- 
fictally announced yesterday that 
President Gerald Ford will meet at 
midday today with visiting Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon. Althouzh 
neither Israel nor American officials 
wished to outline an agenda for the 
meeting, it is understood that they 
will discuss a possible second-stage 
Israeli-Egyptian agreement and 
other U.S. Israel bilateral ‘ssues, 
specifically additional Israel requests 

for economic and military aid. 

Mr. Allon, who arrived here yes- 
terday to begin talks with Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger, had not 
been originally scheduled to meet 
with the President. Mr. Alion met 
Ford last summer when he visited 
‘Washington, but at that time Ford 
was still Vice President. 

The Foreign Minister told newa- 
men yesterday upon arrival aot 
Washington's National Alrport that 
an additional agreement with Egypt 
is perhaps already “overdue.” 

“T'va got maps in my head," Al- 
Yon said. The Foreign Miulster had 
been asked if he brought maps of 
Sinai to indicate possible Israel 
withcrawals. 

Welcoming him at the airport was 
Secretary Kissinger, who called Al- 
lon “an old friend for a long time.” 
Dr. Kissinger said that they would 
have a “general review" to deter- 
mine prospects for another accord 
with Egypt. Dr. Kissinger who is 
expected to participate in the White 
House meeting, said that the talks 


Jackson wants 
Vladivostok pact 
renegotiated 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Sena- 
tor Henry Jackson, a leading critic 
of the Vladivostok strategic arms 
agreement, yesterday rejected Hen- 
ry Kissinger’s argument that at- 
tempts to renegotiate the accords 
would endanger U.S.-Soviet detente. 

He said the U.S. had the bargain- 
ing chips to force the Russians to 
reduce missile ceilings worked out 
by President Ford and Soviet Com- 
munist party leader Leonid Brezh- 
nev. 

Senato: Jackson, considered a 
leading contender for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination in 
1976, was the prime mover in 
getting the Soviet Union to promise 
not to hinder emigration — mainly 
of Jews to Israel — in exchange 
for freer trade with the U.S. 

In a television interview, the 
Senator said Secretary of State 
Kissinger had accused him of being 
ee ire” on the idea of inter- 
vening in the affairs of the Soviet 
Union on emigration. 

“Well, we did it, and we die it 
by hard bargaining,” he said. 
he said, “We have the 
to force down the missle 
ceilings. “I want that agreement 
pared down so we get some mutual 
reductions," -he said.

A BRESH ATTEMPT to settle the 
Rhodesian crisis is expected soon 
following the collapse of negotla- 
tions over the weekend. In South 
Africa, ‘Prime Minister John Vors- 
ter said yesterday that, despite the 
failure of the talks on Rhodesia, 
his Government would continue 
efforts to bring the parties ta the 
conference table. “The alternative 
is too ghastly to contemplate,” 
Vorster said in a radio broadcast. 

Although the talks in Lusaka, 
Zambia, failed to produce an ac- 
ceptable formula for a conference 
with Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith, a favourable climate had 
been created for future contacts, 
Vorster said. 

A series of secret meetings be- 
tween black and white leaders in 
Southern Africa culminated last 
week in an attempt by three Afri- 
can presidents to persuade Black 
Rhodesian leaders to negotiate with 
Ian Smith.

TEL AVIV. — Two young men, 
found guilty of leading a collective 
rape of a 16-year-old girl, were 
sentenced to four years in prison 
here yesterday by the District 
Court. 

The judzos described the case as 
“one of the most serious in our ex- 
perience" and said that had the 
court proceedings not lasted for 
four years they would have sen- 
tenced the two men to eight year 
terms. 

The incident took place in 1970 
when the two men, Yitzhak Leha- 
mish and Zion Tsobra, were 17 years 
old.

Allowances up 
for pensioners

The Knesset Labour Committee 
has approved a 24 per cent increase 
in allowances for old age pensioners 
and in disability pensions. The ori-. 
ginal decision to increase the allow- 
ances was taken by the Ministerial 
Committee on Social Betterment. 
The increase is retroactive to No- 
vember 1. 

The Labour Committee will this 
week consider proposals to in- 
crease the allowance for children — 
approved by the Ministers — to MLi8 
each for the first and second child- 
ren, and IL50 for the third child 
and others. 

Old-age pensioners not entitled to 
social benefits will get a 20 per cent 
increase. 

Social Welfare Minister Michael 
Hazani, has meanwhile, also an- 
nounced that welfare recipients will 
also get a 24 per cent Increase. This 
Increase does not imelude the cost- 
of-living rise which will be-added in 
January. Welfare payments for a 
single person will now be IL384 (in- 
stead of IL310); for a couple — 
IL575 (1L464); a family of three — 
TL728 (TL587)}; and a family of four 
— 1.882 (instead of IL711).

Intensified fight for 
Mekong Delta rice 


SAIGON. — Widespread is 
going on in the Mae Pe 
amidst the current rice harvest 
there, the Saigon command said yes- 
terday. Communist forces trying to 
extend their area of contro! launch- 
ed the greatest number of weekend 
attacks since the 1973 Paris cease- 
fire accord. Military sources said bit- 
ter fighting had taken 1,400 lives In 
the past two days. 

oe Hike sides have accused each 
other of trying te grab the rice crop 
being harvested. The Saigon com- 
mand sald six district capitals had 
been shelled as fighting flared across 
the Delta, the most southerly region 
of South Vietnam and the country’s 
Tice bowl. 

The command said the Com- 
munists initiated 543 weekend at- 
tacks, the greatest two-day total of 
ground, shelling and terror assaults 
since the first full day of the Vlet- 
nam cease-fire on January 29, 1973. 

Major fighting was reported 
throughout the Delta, home of more 
than a third of South Vietnam's 20 
million people, and at the Black 
Virgin Mountain near Tay Ninh 
Province capital, 88 km. northwest 
of Saigon. The command said 374 
of the 543 Communist attacks from 
Friday to Sunday were in the Delta. 

According to still incomplete re- 
Ports, government forces have so 
far suffered 900 casualties, including 
150 killed and 100 missing, while 


Seigon put the Communist death 
toll at more than 500. 

Spokesmen in Saigon for both the 
Vietcong end Government com- 
mands had predicted the fighting 
over the rice harvest more than two 
weeks before the major battles be- 
gan on Friday. By last night, no 
major gains had been reported by 
either side, although several govern- 
ment-controlled district towns In the 
Mekong Delta were under heavy 
Communit pressure, spokesmen 
aa 

At the Black Virgin Mountain — 
Nui Be Den in Vietuamese — North 
Vietnamese troops late Saturday 
and early yesterday launched heavy 
attacks on a government base and 
radio installation — a new target 
for them. 

Across the border in Cambodia, 
the Phnom Penh military command 
claimed that government troops had 
killed 72 rebels and captured three 
in a clash about five km. west of the 
isolated provincial capital of Takeo, 
62 km south of the capital. The 
command listed government casual- 
ties as seven killed and 17 wounded. 
It said government troops seized a 
large quantity of war material in 
the operation aimed at widening the 
city defence perimeter. 

Takeo has been cut off by Khmer 
Rouge forces for nearly three years. 
The situation around the region ge- 
nerally had been quiet for the past 
month. (AP, Reuter, UPI) 


K to brief 
Nato allies 


on arms pact 


BRUSSELS (UPI). — US. Secre- 
tary of State Henry Kissinger will 
brief America’s European allies on 
the latest U.S.Soviet arms lIimita- 
tion agreement when he joins a 
week-long series of Nato meetings 
opening today, Nato officials said. 

Kissinger was scheduled to arrive 
from Washington tomorrow, but the 
Nato talks open teday with Euro- 
pean defence ministers discussing 
planned military expenditure. 

The meeting is of the so-called Eu- 
rogroup —- Belgium, Denmark, West 
Germany, Italy, Luxembourg, Hol- 
land, Norway, Turkey and Britain. 

The talks continue tomorrow and 
Wednesday with a meeting of de- 
fence ministers from 13 of the Nato 


‘members — both France and Greece 


have withdrawn from the military 
arm of Nato, although not its poll- 
tical bodies. 

Defence and foreign ministers, or 
their representatives, from all 15 
alliance members will come toge- 
ther on Thursday and Friday for 
the bi-annual meeting of the Nato 
Council. 

But before then, the seven mem- 
bers of the Nuclear Planning Group 
(NPG) will hold a meeting original- 
ly scheduled for November 5 in 
Rome. That meeting was cancelled 
at U.S. insistence because the eighth 
member of the NPG, Portugal, has 
a Communist minister. Portugal has 
since agreed to drop out of the 
NPG to avoid embarrassing its Nato 
partners, alliance officials said. 


Turks see Makarios only as head 
of Greek Cypriot Community 


ANKARA. — Turkish Foreign Mi- 
nister Meiih 3 Esenbel has said that 
Turkey would accept Archbishop 
Makarios as leader of the Greek 
Cypriot community, but not as Pre- 
sident of Cyprus. 

“Turkey has never accepted Arch- 
bishop Makarios as a head of 
State,” Esenbel said in a television 
interview on Saturday night. “As 
far as Turkey is concerned, he may 
only be considered as leader of the 
Greek Cypriot community,” he said. 

Makarios returned to the Island 
on Saturday, and Hsenbel said hia

European Common Mart crooked: 
food deals costing millions 


By DONALD FORBES 
BRUSSELS (AP). — Frauds by 
small farmers and businessmen alike 
have cost the European Common 
Market hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars over the last 15 years, officials 
here say. 

The money — paid out in crooked 
food deals — has come from the 
Common Market's Farm Fund, a 
complicated subsidy system designed 
to regulate food production and 
trade in the nine-nation economic 
community,

. quarters in Brussels and: parliamen- 
tary sources elsewhere in Europe 
estimate the figure at $200m. 
“But that is just the tip of the 
iceberg — the cases we found out 
about," one Common Market official 


The fund comes from taxes paid 
into the Common Market by its 
member states. The Farm Fund, 
intended as an agricultural master- 
Plan which would ensure that the 
community's 280 million population 
would always have enough to eat 
at prices fair to both farmers and 
housewives, is regarded as a soft 
target for fraud. 

Evidence of the big money in- 
volved is the fact that agriculture 
swallowed up two thirds of the 
Common Market's $6,000m. budget 
in 1974. Despite the extent of what 
is said at headquarters here to 
be a scandal, the Common Market's 
fraud control department is tiny and 
receives little cooperation from 
Common Market countries. 

Frauds range from petty diddling 
by farmers working a few acres to 
massive, carefully planned opera- 
tions by shadowy syndicates. 

Take the case of “The steers with 
the amputated ears.” 

Farmers in Britain get a slaught- 
er subsidy of $44 for each mature 
steer they take to market. To prove 
the subsidy has been paid, an Agri- 
culture Ministry official punches a 
hole in the animal's ear. Farmers 
then are able to withdraw the steer 
from the auction ring, drive it 
home, hack off the holed ear and 
sew another. on with twine. The

animal's hair is smoothed over the 
wound and back it goes to market 
the next day for a repeat per- 
formance. 

“There have been cases of this 
being done two or three times with 
the same animal with a slaughter 
subsidy being paid out each time,” 
& close observer of the British 
auctions said. “Naturally, you can't 
do it too often or the poor beast 
develops gangrene, but. usually the 
farmer ia safe from detection. The 
fraud is only . discovered at the 
and there -is no 
system for tracing which farii the 
steer came’ from.” 

Smail-time frauds also involve 
farmers growing wine grapes or 
producing milk. To cut down milk 
surpluses and poor quality wine, the 
Common Market pays the farmers 
special subsidies to switch to other 
erops or produce. The farmer, grate- 
ful for the windfall, pockets the 
cash and carries on as before. safe 
in the knowledge that a check on 
whether he is still producing un- 
economic ‘wine or milk is fairly 
unlikely. 

Farmers in 811 member countries 
are sometimes caught working 
frauds with wheat. To reduce grain 
surpluses and relieve pressure on 
fodder supplies, the Common Mar- 
ket gives subsidies for wheat to 
be dyed blue, making it unfit for 
human consumption, and fed to 
animals. Some farmers take the cash 
but prefer to sell the wheat in its 
natural state on the market where 
it fetches a much higher price. 

Olive oil producers in Italy are 
suspected of claiming subsidies for 
more treea than they actually pos- 
sess, officials say.

Solzhenitsyn slips into 
Sweden for Nobel dinner 


STOCKHOLM (AP). — Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn slipped into Stockholm 


almost unnoticed late Saturday 
night. The exiled Russian -author 
came to Sweden with his wife to 
belatedly pick up the insignia of 
shis 1970 Nobel Prize in Literature 
at the Nobel dinner here tomorrow. 

Solzh: came by a train 
‘from Zurich, where he took up re- 
sidence after the Kremlin had him 
deported from his homeland last 
February. 

But he left the train at Sodertalje, 
a town 40 km. south of Stockholm, 
to avoid journalists and too much 
attention to his arrival, said a Swe- 
ὑγρὰς transiator who accompanied 
The bearded author, described as 
weary from the long journey, was 
Met at Sodertalje by Dr. Kerl Rag- 
nar Gierow, permanent secretary of 
the Nobel-awarding Swedish Aca- 
demy of Letters. He escorted the 
author to Stockbolm's Grand Hotel, 
where this year’s Nobel Laureates 
are staying. Only a few hotel guests 
and passersby noticed his arrival 
shortly before midnight. 

Solzhenitsyn declined any public 
statement on his arrival He refer- 
red to the “personal press confe- 
rence” he has promised to hold next 
Thursday on the eve of his depar- 
ture, translator Hans Bjorkegren 
said. 

His arrival has geuerated unpre- 
cedented interest in the Nobel pro- 
ceedings. The rush for reserved 
seats at the awsrd banquet tomor- 
row has been so great that Nobel 
foundation director Stig Ramel 


says, “We could almost have filled 
the hockey stadium with 10,000 
seats.” 

About 1600 guests in gale attire 
— including the Swedish official, 
cultural and diplomatic elite, but ex- 
cluding the Soviet ambassador — 
will attend the glittering presen- 
tation at the renovated concert hall. 

There, after all the 1973 prize 
winners have been handed their 
awards, Solzhenitayn will receive his 
gold medal and diploma from King 
Cari Gustav.

HOW IS THE BUSINESS SLUMP 
in the United States affecting the 
financial support of American Jews 
to Israel? 
On a recent visit to the US. 1 
looked into the situation in the 
Jewish community of Chicago. Chi- 
cago is, in many ways, a model 
community for fund-raising. It is 
known for its generous support of 
Israel. It is well organized, with 
roots in every segment of the com- 
munity. Israel Bonds, for example, 
works through . trade and 
professlonal group, every synagogue 
and Jewish organization. Hach of 
these. is expected to have fund-rais- 
ing events and reach everyone it 
can to buy Bonds, 
Although the economic situation 
was already deteriorating last year, 
the United Israel Fund ralsed 27 
million dollars for the calendar year 
of 1974, This was 35 per cent more 
than ever before, It was also apart 
from the nine million dollars raised 
during ond immediately after the 
Yom Kippur War itself. But now 
business ig worse.

The head fund-raiser of the Chica- 
go United Israel Fund was cautious. 
“We are just beginning. It is hard 
to tell as yet. Certain industries 
like automobiles and real estate 
have been badly hurt by the recent 
economic situation. There js inflation 
and a feeling of general economic 
insecurity. Yet, surprisingly enough, 
there are some industries which are 
doing very weil. People in com- 
modities and metals, for example, 
are apparently profiting. In same 
eases we have already received 
superb increases over last year. It 
remains to be seen whether this 
car balance the cuts from other 
groups. And then, of course pesple 
are more worried about Israel than 
they have ever been before, so even 
those who are hard hit economically 
dig in beyond their means, There
